As fo r Dr. Milto n B. Eisenho wer, the cha irma n, sa id, 
philo so phers ha v e disa g reed fo r centuries o v er no n­ 
v io lent civ il diso bedience in pro testing a la w o r g o v ern­ 
m ent po licy . 
By a v o te o f 7 to ft, the co m m issio n co ncluded tha t 
the ta ctics o f civ il diso bedience, ev en if no n-v io lent in 
them selv es, pro duce a n ero sio n o f the la w tha t ca n lea d 
to cha o s. 
“ Fo r sev era l y ea rs.” the m a jo rity sa id “ o ur y o uth 
ha v e been ex po sed to dra ma tic demo nstra tio ns o f dis­ 
da in fo r la w by perso ns fro m who m ex em pla ry co nduct 
wa s ex p ected. Seg reg a tio nist g o v erno rs ha d diso bey ed 
co urt o rders a nd pro cla imed their defia nce o f judicia l 
institutio ns; civ il rig hts lea ders o penly diso bey ed co urt 
injunctio ns a nd urg ed their fo llo wers to do likewise; 
strikin g te a c h e rs’ unio n m em bers ha d co ntemptuo usly 
ign ored ju dicial decrees. It wa s no t surprising tha t co l­ 
lege stu den ts destro y ed scientific equipment a nd re­ 
search da ta , interfered with the rig hts o f o thers by o c­ 
cu p y in g 
la bo ra to ries a nd cla ssro o m s, a nd in sev era l in­ 
stan ces closed their c o lle g e s/’ 
The min ority a rg ued tha t witho ut civ il diso bedience 
tactics in th e last deca de, seg reg a tio nist la ws in the So uth 
migh t n ot h av e fa llen. 
They defended a n indiv idua l’s 
m oral righ t to resist a law in g o o d co nscience so lo ng a s 
h e is n on v iolen t 
a nd prepa red to a ccept the la w’s pun­ 
ish men t for his diso bedience. 
Legal ch allen ges a re wha t bro ug ht 
civ il rig hts fa rther 
in th e last 1 0 y ears tha n in the la st century . With the 
growin g u se of the v o te—itself o ne o f the new civ il rig hts 
gu aran tees 
th e disa dv a nta g ed no w ca n a cco mplish with 
it mu ch m ore tha n they ca n by 
v iolen ce o r disreg a rd o f 
th e law.
